Ticket Holders Clamor at Doors

The denevolence of the Chicago police 
‘ eaused a big slump in the convention ticket 
market yesterday and forced the manage- 
ment to close the doors of the Coliseum while 
approximately 1,000 seats were vacant. 

Chief Doorkeeper John J. Ganson took 
warning from the exposure of bribing and 
placed practically an entirely new eet of as- 
sistants at the various entrances: Persons 
with a bit of political or police influence, 
however, or those willing to pay real money 

were given the preference over bona fide 
ticket holders just the same as on the open- 
1 day. t 
Order All Doors Locked. 

The result became evident shortly before 
moon. Thousands of ticket holders were 
elamoring for admittance in Wabash avenue 
and in the alley at the rear of the big struc-. 

ture, and the ushers were having their hands 
full displacing squatters from seats reserved 
tor prominent visitors. Sergeant at Arms 
Stone, his chief assistant, Col, Thayer, and 
Chief Doorkeeper Hanson made a hurried 
investigation and located the source of 
trouble at a half dozen doors Instantly an 
order was given to Inspector McDonalé of 
the fire department to lock all doors and 
keep them locked until the difficulty was 
adjusted.

WEST VIRGINIA HATFIELD HERE: 
UNITED FEUDISTS ON BORDER 


Nominee for Governor Arrives an Roose- 
velt Délegate—Forefathers Battled 


with McCoys. 

The West Virginia delegation has a political 
fighter whose forefathers took part in the 
famous Hatflield4MoCoy feud, one of the 
oldest and bloodiest in the history of the 
West Virginia-Kentucky. border. 

He is Dr. H D. Hatfield, Republican 
nominee for governor of West Virginia, and 
now president of the state senate. 

Dr. Hatfield says he is here in the fight 
to the limit for Col. Roosevelt. He is 6 feet 
8 inches in height and weighs 200 pounds. Dr. 
Hatfield himself shot a negro in self-defense 
seven years ago at Weich, W. Va. 

Dr. Hatfield is a son of Has Hatfield, who 
is a brother of “ Devél Anse,” now 90 years 
old, the leader of the Hatfield clan. 

More than forty deaths have resulted from 
the Hatfleld-McCoy feud, which started in 
a digpute over land boundaries. The feud 
now is said to have terminated. The hatchet 
officially was buried at the time of Dr. Hat- 
field's nomination for governor, when A. J. 
McCoy, leader of the MoOoy faction, sent 
the doctor the following telegram: 

“ Greetings to Dr. Hatfield from a McCoy, 
Congratulations. That you may win in 
November ie my desire.” 

Dr, Hatfield left his mountain district early 
in his career to study medicine, He is said 
to be worth $500,000, having invested in coal 
and timber lands in West Virginia.

for Contagious Diseases. 


PERIL IN SCARLET FEVER. 


More Cases in April than Any Month 
in Five Tears. 


The council health committee has become 
0 alarmed over the prevalence of scariet 
fever and diphtheria in Chicago that yester- 
day it recommended $25,000 be appropriated 
to establish and maintain temporary con- 
tagious disease hospitals 

Dr. Young, health commisefoner, refused 
to be frightened. He told the committee it 
should be decided first whether the city 
shall attempt to put all of these contagious 
diseases in hospitals. It has not been the 
policy heretofore. The county and city have 
been able to take care of al) of the paor 
diphtheria cases which have ahked for free 
hospital service. About seventy-five scarlet 
fever cases, however, are waiting to get into 
the county’s hospital. That is about the 
usual number of waiters, it is said. 


Cases Set New Record. 

The number of scarlet fever cases reported 
for the first four months this year is 4,287. 
Last year the number was 7,669, In 1910 the 
number was 8,381; in 1000, 8,107; in 10908, 
1,982; in 1907, 6,676. 

There have been more scarlet fever cases 
reported to the city health department this 
year then In any April in the last five years, 
and last month was the largest month of any 
month since February, 1907, with one‘excep- 
tion. May of last year was the exception.

Uncle of McManigal Admits He Re- 
ceived Merely Expense Money to Go 
to Los Angeles.
